I. List of Questions shall be prepared by each Examiner, en- 
dorsed with the title of the text book, name and address of the 
Examiner and sent to the Registrar for filing.

One in the spring and one at the time and place of the respective 
District Ministerial Associations, at which time students shall be 
required to bring up a portion of the course of study. The other 
one in the fall, in a location convenient to the students. These 
Examinations shall be under the personal supervision of some mem- 
ber of the Board delegated by the Chairman.

Reports of District Superintendents 



SOUTHERN DISTRICT. 

In bringing you this, my first, report as District Superintendent, 
and servant of the Lord Jesus Christ, “Elect according to the fore 
knowledge of God, the Father in santification of the Spirit unto 
obedience and sprinkling of the Blood of Jesus Christ, grace to 
you and peace be multiplied.” As such and in the name of Jesus 
whom I serve daily, do I salute you. 

TERRITORY. 

My district is one of magnificent distances, requiring over seven- 
teen hundred miles to make each round. To make the entire round 
upon the district, I have traveled over seven thousand miles. More 
than sixty of these have been by horse and carriage and about two 
hundred by boat. The district is a composite unit. That is to

say it was formed out of two districts. One part from the Marshall t 

district and the other part from the original New Orleans district. 

The first was served last year by Bro. E. R. Houck, and the other 
by Bro. J. W. Hervey. I desire to thank these brethren for the 
faithful work which I found they had accomplished. I have three 
appointments in Texas, and whatever else may be said of Texas 
they do things over there. Other points will soon be entered in this 
part of the territory and all will become strong appointments. 

Texas City and Port Arthur are destined to become great and 
flourishing cities. For several years Louisiana has not received her 
portion of money investment, but there is a change now and North- 
ern Capitalists are coming here. During this year thousands of 
acres of swamp lands have changed hands and now some of this 
land which was bought for a trifle is valued at $60.00 per acre. My 
territory covers one of the garden spots of the southland. Our 
people from the north are making inquiries about our church down 
here and we must be ready for them when they come or the church 
will suffer a great loss in membership. 

CONDITIONS. 

This district has been passing through one of the severest financial 
stringencies which has been its portion for many years. Following 
the panic there has been a depreciation of rice — the principal crop 
of this entire section — and many of our people have lost heavily. 

The result has been, that many of our preachers were inadequately 
supported and this has caused an unrest among them. This de- 
pression will be felt in all the departments of the church. Some of 
our best works have suffered from an exit of our people and be- 
cause of this we will not make as good showing as we should under 
normal conditions. o 

Some of our appointments were left to be supplied. Supplies 
who were secured left about the middle of the year and I have been 
unable to get others for the charges. Two of my preachers left for 
other conferences and their places were not filled. It has been 
impossible for me to find men who would take these appointments 
with the small salaries available. This has made it impossible for 
us to make as good a showing as we hoped in the beginning. 

PEOPLE. 

We have within the bounds of the Southern District people from 
almost everywhere. Some are from the northern states, some from 
the old country and some of them are indigenous to the soil. Of 
this native population a large number of them are French people, 
decendants from the Acadian which were transferred here from 
Acadia after King George’s War. They do not speak the pure 
French, but a corruption known as “Cajan.” Many of them are 
Catholics, but they are open to the gospel. They have been neg- 
lected by their church until in the remote places many of them 
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are living together unmarried. They are eager and eanest listeners 
fo the truth and when once converted, they become the most zealous 
followers of Jesus. There is one whole parish of these French people, 
raised in the Catholic church and yet in this parish there is not 
one Protestant and but one Catholic Church which only has serv- 
ices twice a month. These people are calling for us. It would 
seem that we should go to them. 

REVIVALS. 

There has been no general revival on my district during the 
year. This has been the occasion of great grief to me. The 
spiritual indifference, in some places has amounted almost to 
desuetude. There is a need of a revival of our old time methods — 
methods which have proven to be great incentives to rligious 
activity. Prayer meetings should be better attended, class meet- 
ings revived and Love Feasts established. However, some of our 
churches have had revivals. I have personally held six for that 
many churches. During these meetings about 150 have been either 
converted, reclaimed or sanctified. 

HINDRANCES. 

I have indicated that we have been oppressed with a scarcity of 
preachers. Some we have had were unequal to meet the demands 
the place. We are opposed by some of the churches, as being- 
out of our territory and consequently, we meet opposition where 
we should expect help. Many of our churches have few in, number 
and are weak financially, but they love God and the church and 
we must help them until they are able to help themselves. I have 
also discovered the want of a self-sacrificing spirit both on the 
part of the people and the preachers. I confess I discovered it in 
my own heart and hardly knew what it really costs to be an 
itinerant Methodist preacher until I was placed on the district. 
As preachers, we want prominent places and good salaries, and as 
people we want big and eloquent preachers with small salaries. 
These conditions should not be. 

PROGRESS. 

You have anticipated our growth by our hindrances. .One hun- 
dred thirty-six have joined our church within my district during 
the year by letter or upon confession of faith. We have lost six 
by death and eighty-three have moved away. Making a total or 
net gain of only forty-seven. This is better than I expected when 
I saw there was no revival spirit among us. Why we have not 
had such an evangelistic movement among us, I am not able to say. 
The fact humbles me. We have one new church in process of 
building which will cost fourteen hundred dollars; one new one 
which is near completion and one in repair and finishing which 
has been on the standstill for years. One parsonage has been 
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built at a cost of sixteen hundred dollars. These, with some minor 
improvements, will constitute the increase in value of property for 
the year. There are some churches which must be built during 
the coming year and also some parsonages. 

OUR SCHOOL. 

I am hopeful that our Committee on Education will give us an 
encouraging report of their work and tell us of something tangible 
for us. It is enough to say, that we must have a college or some 
high grade of school work among us if we would hold our young 
people for our church. 

OUR MISSION. 

We are “To preach good tidings unto the meek;” To seek out 
the lost, the oppressed and the forsaken and to bear a sympathetic 
message of the Blessed Christ to the great un-churched masses of 
people about us. We are to preach and maintain the great Biblical 
truths which have made Methodism the world-wide religious move- 
ment of today, viz: the new birth or the regeneration of the sinful 
souls of men, preceded by a deep and thorough going repentance; 
the witness of the Holy Spirit to the heart of the believer that his 
sins have been pardoned and the sanctification of believers whereby 
the soul is cleansed from all the power and guilt of sin and is 
enabled to love God with its power, with all its strength and its 
neighbor as itself. We also have a mission to make Methodist 
Episcopalians of the highest type. There is a new south which 
believes that all sectionalism must be buried with the rubbish 
of the past, and that we should love, rather than hate and therefore 
want a home with us. We cannot afford to close our ears to their 
call. Open doors are awaiting us and our embarrassment is the 
want of men and money for the open doors. 

OUR NEEDS AND OUTLOOK. 

Our needs are measured by our outlook. We wish we could get 
our people where our church is strong, to feel the need of our 
people when they come south so that they would bring their church 
letters and church pride with them and join us in establishing 
our Methodism over these lands. Methodism loses thousands to 
her membership because of this condition of affairs. Sympathy 
and co-operation with us from the church at large is one of our 
greatest needs. The outlook for our work was never brighter than 
now, if we will stand by the teachings of our fathers. And now, at 
the close of the year, there seems to be the spirit of a revival just 
beginning to appear, small as it may seem, but I believe it is the 
beginning of a revival which shall spread over our entire con- 
ference. The walls are beginning to crumble and the Captain of 
the Lord of Host is with us. Scriptual Holiness must be spread 
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over these lands until the knigdoms of this world become the 
kingdom of our Lord and His Christ, even until he shall appear in 
the clouds with his Glory, even so Lord Jesus. Come quickly!

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT OF NEW ORLEANS DISTRICT. 

This year’s experience as pastor at St. Charles Avenue, and 
Superintendent of the New Orleans District, has more thoroughly 
confirmed my faith, in the Gulf Conference, as a child of God’s 
providence. 

Mr. Wesley said that if God had not raised up a host of witnesses 
to testify to the truth that he had preached, he would feel that his 
preaching was not of God. With equal confidence we can say, if 
God had not raised up a host of loyal preachers and thousands of 
sacrificing laymen, who believe in a God-ordained destiny of the 
Gulf Conference, we would have doubted its divine origin and 
mission. 

In the early years of our Holston Conference in Tennessee, its 
• future looked so gloomy on account of its troubles within and foes 
without, that many doubted the wisdom of its existence; but a few 
faithful preachers who loved God and the old Methodist Episcopal 
Church more than ease and the praise of men, were given a vision 
which has resulted in .one of the strong Conferences of Methodism. 

I glory in being numbered among the first members of the Gulf 
Conference who are fully persuaded that God has a divine mission 
for the men preaching a Methodist Gospel in this particular field and 
have not felt for one moment that any apology was needed for our 
presence in this territory. God is blessing our labors which is proof 
that we are needed among the people. 

The New Orleans District includes seven appointments; Auburn, 
Gloster, Gloster Circuit, Hammond, Lutcher, St. Charles Avenue, 
and the Italian Mission in New Orleans. Our charges in the country 
have been crippled on account of the Boll Weevil as they are 
located in the cotton belt. The people have had very little money, 
but fortunately, they were previously warned by our government 
officials and other sections of the country in time to raise enough 
food for man and beast to carry them through the winter. While 
some of our pastors have had very little money, they have had 
plenty to eat, and have been cheerful and happy over the fact that 
they were permitted to labor among the people as preachers in the 
Gulf Conference of the Methodist Epicospal Church. 

In many respects New Orleans District has had a good year. Our 
Italian work in New Orleans is making splendid progress. Through 
the faithful efforts of Bishop Neely, he secured from a friend of 
his in New York, a donation of $2 500, worth of concrete stone with 
which we expect to build a chapel on our lot at the corner of 
Esplanade and Chartres. Large crowds attend the preaching and 
Sabbath School, and the prayer meeting and night school are both 
growing in interest. 
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Rev. Frank Zito, our pastor of the Mission, has a home missionary 
spirit and is doing a good work among the 50,00 0 Italians in New 
Orleans. 

Rev. J. C. Duplantis has done a faithful year’s work at Lutcher 
He has held a revival, has a splendid Sunday Sschool and has 
presented all the interests of the church. 

Rev. D. H. Cassells, on account of sickness in his family, in th“\ 
early part of the year, could not move to Hammond, and as the ap 
pointment would not justify his going to and from the work, h^ 
filled appointments and held revivals near his home, while Rev. 
J. E. Scott has preached in Hammond during the remainder of 
the year. 

Rev. H. E. Copeland, who was at Auburn, Miss., transferred to 
Missouri in August and Rev. C. C. Beasely, one of our splendid 
local preachers, has supplied the work in his stead. 

Rev. C. V. Wilkinson has held several revivals on Gloster Circuit 
and has taken several members and one preacher into our church. 

Gloster Station has been supplied by the local preachers of the 
charge and the congregation authorized the District Superintendent 
to say to the Bishop, that if he could send them a preacher with a 
family, they would build him a nice new parsonage. 

St. Charles Avenue has been filled by the Superintendent of the 
District and has made some progress. A splendid Epworth League 
has been organized, our prayer meetings are largely attended, 
preaching at Lee Circle has been kept up every evening during the 
year, $100 was added to the pastor’s salary and nearly $300 
benevolence was raised. 

The people everywhere are calling for our preachers, young men 
are inquiring about our work, the future looks bright, and there 
is daylight everywhere. God is surely blessing the Gulf Conference.

REPORT NORTH LOUISIANA DISTRICT. 

To the Rev. Bishop Thomas B. Neely and members of the Gulf 
Conference: Dear Brethren: As your District Superintendent of 

North Louisiana District, I submit the following report. We have 
had a good year; we have had substantial gains on every charge, 
and two now charges have been organized. During the year we 
have completed our church at Bulah, free of debt; we have built a 
new church at Ravana, and at Hico we have bought a church. We 
have secured church lots at Livonia, Lottie, Goldonna, Weavers, 
Orange and Leesville. We have in bank three hundred dollars to 
build at Lottie and part of the money with which to build at 
Goldonna. 

God has given us a revival on every charge in our district. Hun- 
dreds have been converted, reclaimed or sanctified at our altars. 
The gain in membership has been good and our Sunday Schools 
show a like increase. Salaries of pastors have been increased, 
also that of the District Superintendent. Our benevolences, will 
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show a like increase. As I review the years work, I can see cause 
for nothing but gratitude. Wherever I have gone, kindness and 
hospitality have been accorded me for this I thank God and the 
good people. 

TERRITORY. 

This district embraces all of the northern portion of the State 
of LouisiaLa. Within the bounds of this district, there is some 
of the richest land in the south, yielding annuaTy large crops of 
corn, cotton, sugar cane and alfalfa. We have also some of the 
finest timber of the south, with numerous sawmills which give 
employment to thousands of men. There are some twenty rail- 
roads operating within our bounds, six rivers flow through our 
borders and prospers towns and cities abound. 

OUR WORK. 

We work among the English and French speaking people, the 
greater part being among the English, however, we are not neg- 
lecting the French. In some places within our dictrict, there are 
people who never have seen or heard a protestant preacher. It is 
our happy privilege to carry them the true gospel of Christ. On 
some of our charges, we are the only protestant people in the 
borders and prosperous towns and cities abound. 

ALEXANDRIA. 

Alexandria was left to be supplied, and inasmuch as we had 
no organization nor money with which to work the town, we haven’t 
undertaken work there this year. Alexandria is the parish seat 
of R?.pides parish and is a rapidly growing town of 18,000 popu- 
lation. West Alexandria has a population of 0,000 with no 
protestant preaching except an Episcopal mission. We have no 
organization in this large and rapidly growing town; but we have 
a few members. Our need is money with which to build a place 
of worship and support a pastor for one year. There is not a 
better opening within the bounds of our conference for a great 
work, if we can only secure the money to enter it before it is 
too late. 

CRESTON. 

Rev. L. E. Crooks, pastor. This charge has four preaching ap- 
pointments, one church building, and land with part of the money 
in hand to build at Goldonna. We have one hundred ten members, 
two Sunday schools. This is a promising work in a very needy 
field. We are the only Methodists in this territory. 

DERIDDER. 

Rev. W. E. Bennett supply. DeRidder is a station with church 
property valued at $2700.00. We have ninety-two members with good 
prayer meeting, Sunday school, Epworth League and Ladies Aid 
Society . Rev. W. E. Bennett resigned the pastoiate of the charge 
in September, and the work was supplied by Rev. L. T. McCain, 
win* has done good service. We have a grod work at this point. 

DEQUINCEY. 

Rev. H. A. Maples, pastor. This charge has two preaching ap- 
pointments, one church building, fifty-one members, two Sunday 
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schools with one hundred members and two prayermeetings. We 
are the only Methodists on this charge. Rev. H. A. Maples resigned 
the pastorate of this charge in September and the work was supplied 
by Rev. A. L. Harper who has done good faithful work. 

DRY PRONG. 

Rev. Geo. W. Bolton, supply. This charge has three preaching 
appointments, one church building, ninety-one members, two Sun- 
day Schools and good prayer meetings. Here we are the only 
Methodists in the country. 

HUDSON MISSION. 

Rev. Quinn L. Bennett, supply. During the year we have organ- 
ized a new charge called Quitman, with two classes, 50 members, one 
church building, two Sunday schools and two good prayer meetings. 
This work promises well. 

LIVONIA. 

Rev. John W. Faulk, pastor. This charge is in a French Catholic 
country. On this charge we have one church building, two lots 
at Livonia, one at Lottie and one at Erwinville. We also have 
$300.00 in bank with which to build at Lottie, We have thirty-nine 
members and two Sunday schools. This is a very promising work. 
The whole country is open to us. Rev. John W. Faulk resigned 
the pastorate of this charge in August and the work was supplied 
by Rev. E. G. Wood who has done good service. 

MADGA. 

Rev. Geo. W. Bolton, supply. Madga is on the L. R. & N. Rail- 
way in a French Catholic country. We are the only Methodist in 
this country. Here we have a small class with church building and 
parsonage. We have a fine opening on this road, five places which 
we expect to enter next year are ready to receive us. 

MARTHA VILLE. 

Rev. M. A. Farr, pastor. This charge has three preaching ap- 
pointments, ninety-four members, three Sunday schools with one 
hundred members, and three good prayer meetings. Rev. M. A. 
Farr resigned the pastorate of this charge on account of ill health 
in May, and Rev. Geo. L. Harper was appointed pastor. Brother 
Harper is a good man and has done good work. 

ORANGE. 

Rev. William F. Bolton, pastor. This charge has six preaching 
appointments, one church building one hundred twenty seven 
members, four Sunday schools, good prayer meetings and one 
Ladies Aid Society. This work is growing and promises well. We 
have four places within the bounds of this circuit which want our 
preaching and we must enter them and in order to do this, it is 
necessary to divide the work, forming two charges. Leesville and 
Orange. 

PROVENCAL. 

This charge was supplied by Rev. M. A. Farr of Marthaville 
charge, who was assisted by Revs. E. G. Wood and S. B. Nelson,

two local preachers. Here we have four preaching appointments, 
sixty members, one Sunday school and two prayer meetings. Rev. 
M. A. Farr resigned his pastorate in May and Rev. Geo. L. Harper 
was appointed pastor. With the help of the local preachers, good 
work has been done. 

SHREVEPORT. 

Rev. E. A. Fergerson, pastor. This, as the Conference under- 
stands, is a nominal appointment. I have gone over the work care- 
fully and cJl things considered, it did not seem an opportune tune 
to begin work in Shreveport this year. 

VIVIAN. 

Rev. Thomas F. Swanson, pastor. This charge has six preaching 
appointments, two churches with parsonage, ninety-six members, 
two Sunday schools and good prayer meetings. Vivian is growing 
rapidly and our outlook is good. 

WINNFIELD. 

Rev. J. W. Lively, pastor. This is a prospective work. We have 
no membership here. Winnfield is a good growing town and we 
hope to be able to enter it in the near future. 

A WORD PERSONAL. 

I have traveled 10,600 miles, preached 258 sermons and have 
had the pleasure of seeing 202 people converted or sanctified in my 
meetings. The work has been pleasant, the brethren helpful, faith- 
ful and considerate and God has been most gracious to me in all 
of my work. May the God of all Grace continue His blessings 
upon us.

REPORT OF EAST TEXAS DISTRICT. 

Dear Bishop and Brethren of the Gulf Conference: It is my 

great pleasure to submit the following annual report of the East 
Texas District. Before entering into the details of the report, I 
feel it my duty to gratefully acknowledge the bountiful blessings of 
God. He has provided for us abundantly in temporal and in spir- 
itual things. 

We have had the longest drought we’ve had for twenty years, 
but the people have lived and no famine has come. We have been 
busy and happy. 

The new name given this district by Bishop Neely indicates very 
clearly the territory occupied by us. We have had four quarterly 
conferences on each charge, which occasioned the traveling of 
10,000 miles by rail 1,000 miles by private conveyance. 

We are the beginning of an annual conference in East Texas. 
We have the people and more are coming. Our natural resources 
are abundant. We have large areas of timber land both pine and 
hardwood. We have coal mines and iron ore; also oil and the 
finest of fruit. Our soil , produces every variety of crops. Our 
climate is the very best. This is God’s country. It is the place 
for health, plenty and a long life. 

Geological traces do not prove this to be an old country, but it 
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is rapidly developing into the most desirable portion of the new 
south. It is my country. I love her “My Country ’Tis of Thee,” 
applies here admirably. Throughout the district I have seen the 
footprints of my predecessors; Brothers King, Lively, McCain and 
Houck. These are all good men and they have wrought well, 
shaping and moulding the character of the work and establishing 
Methodism and the Gospel up and down the hills and valleys, in 
town and counttry. The work has been pleasant. 

The association with men who love God and the church and for 
this love have given up all else has blessed and encouraged me. 
There is a spirit of progress among our people. Many have climbed 
the mount of vision — others are climbing — where the future of our 
church is bright and glorious. In the main our people are be- 
coming more settled, more christlike and more methodistic. The 
establishment of our great church from being a mere faith, hope 
and prophecy has become an actuality. So the permanency of the 
church has encouraged our members and others who were before 
fearful are coming now to their own. Ours is the most revivalistic 
church in East Texas. On every charge successful revivals have 
been held. In the majority of cases our pastors have been their 
own evangelists. 

A conservative estimate of the member saved is 1,000 and 
of course each church derived spiritual blessing which abides. 
The importance of formal organization is impressing our people 
more and more. Consequently the church in all departments of 
activity is becoming more ideal. Prayer meetings, class meetings 
and love-feasts have not been displaced by something more modern. 
It has not been practiceable to organize and maintain chapters of 
the Epworth League in many places. 

Numerically we have advanced. We have licensed three local 
)reachers and one exhorter, making a total of twenty local preachers 
all of whom are good men and actively engaged in Christian serv- 
ice. We have lost one local preacher by death and several important 
laymen have gone to their reward during the year. 

I have brought recommendations for the admission on trial of 
two young men who have supplied charges on the district this year. 

We can report an increase of four hundren fifteen full members 
and twenty probationers with a net gain of three hundred seventy- 
five. Besides several who were saved in our revivals joined other 
churches. 

The benevolences have received our attention and have been 
presented by the pastors, but I fear that the reports will show 
deficits in some cases because of drought conditions which have 
obtained throughout the year. Regular and systematic giving is 
beginning to be observed more than ever which means the solution 
of all our financial problems. Materially our progress is very 
marked. We have dedicated three churches and now have five more 
ready for dedication. Several church lots have been secured at 
strategic points, where we expect to build in the near future. Our 
property value for churches alone is $35,700.00, showing an in- 
crease of $7,775.00. We have seven parsonages valued at 
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$4,950.00. Improvements on parsonages have been made to the 
amount of $475. No new parsonages have been built this year. 
We are not contracting any new debts without a good probability 
of paying, we have been able to pay some on our old indebt- 
edness during the year. 

To speak briefly and more in detail concerning each charge, 
allow me, please, these words: Angelina circuit — J. Brett Kenna, 

pastor. Very successful year’s work. Souls have been saved and 
additions made to the 'church. Salaries and benevolences paid in 
full. Due to the generosity of that big-souled layman, J. D. Ford, 
two new lots have been added to the church. 

Atlanta and Jefferson, Russell T. Pynes, pastor. This is Brother 
Pynes’ second year on this charge. He has served it very accept- 
ably. Souls have been blessed and added to "the church. Sunday 
schools and prayer meetings are in operation. Salaries paid and 
benevolences met. Owing to the love which Mrs. Green of Atlanta 
has for the church and its doctrines, she has given ten thousand 
dollars for the erection of a modern church building in that city. 

At Beckville, F. M. Simpson closes his second year successfully. 
Salaries paid and benevolences presented. Church at Beckville 
completely renovated inside which gives us a nice comfortable 
place to worship. Parsonage has been improved. 

Hughes Springs, B. T. Bell,, pastor. Very successful year’s 
work. Owing to the wise leadership of the pastor revivals have 
been held at each church and over one hundred additions resulted 
to our church, which means a doubling of the membership. We 
have lost by death, five of our best laymen from this charge. 
Brothers Hussey and Cheatham of Daingerfield, and Brothers 
Hooton, McDonald and Upchurch of Hughes Springs. A new 
church at Iron Bluff is nearing completion. Its value will be one 
thousand dollars. Salaries and benevolences have been provided for. 

Longstreet cicuit has three appointments, one of which has been 
added this year. Through the faithful revivalistic efforts of the 
pastor, Chas. H. LaGrone, the membership on this charge has been 
doubled. About one hundred twenty-five being added. We have 
on hand seven hundred dollars in good subscription with which to 
build a church at Deadwood, the central point on this circuit. A 
new class has been organized in the Flat Woods with a member- 
ship of ninety. The charge will double the pastor’s salary next 
year, and they want Bro. LaGrone returned. 

Marshall, Robt. L. Weldon, pastor. He is closing his second 
year with victory and the demand is universal for his return. A 
perennial revival has prevailed throughout the year. The church 
is thoroughly organized and is very active. There is a steady 
growth along all lines. The Ladies Aid Society of which Mrs. J. W. 
Lively is president is demolishing the parsonage debt. The Ep- 
worth League has purchased a fine piano for the church and fitted 
up the League room. Marshall went dry this year. A victory 
long prayed for. All financial obligations have been met. 

Noonday and Coffeeville circuit, W. Hugh Germany, the active, 
agressive, and zealous pastor has accomplished a splendid year’s 
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work. ^ There are five appointments in a circuit of forty miles. 
With “Jim and the buggy” the pastor has traveled twenty-five 
nundred miles. Souls have been saved and added to the church. 
Two churches already built have been dedicated this year, and two 
new ones have been completed, which will be dedicated soon. The 
benevolences have been presented and collected. On this charge we 

have five active local preachers. The great church is loved by our 
people. 

Overton, Russell T. Pynes has supplied this point in connection 
with the Atlanta and Jefferson charge. We have no finer oppor- 
tunity than at Overton. Owing to the generalship of the pastor a nice 
fifteen hundred dollar church has been completed free of debt, and 
is now ready for dedication. The pastor’s salary was doubled and 
the agressive people want their church to be at least a half station 
next year. The year’s work is entirely satisfactory. 

Polk circuit, Julius H. Beadle, pastor. Bro. Beadle was a local 

preacher in the Methodist Episcopal church, south, but came to us 
in the spring. He has labored faithfully, and not in vain. Souls 
have been saved and several additions made to the church. Brother 
Beadle will be admitted on trial at this session of conference. 

Shelbyville, R. R. Smith, closes his second year and 'added to 
the church. Benevolences presented and salaries all paid. Some 
material improvement has been made. Brother Smith is successful. 

Winnsboro was left to be supplied which I did with Bern' C. 
Calloway. We have had the greatest success in some respects than 
for many years before. Several souls saved and thirty additions 
to our church. A debt on Morris’ Grove church was paid and 
it was dedicated. One hundred dollars was paid on parsonage debt. 

Woodville, J. Allen Weeb, pastor. Brother Webb did a fine 
work, completing a fine church building at Woodville, valued at 
twenty-five hundred dollars. On account of failing health he was 
compelled to leave his charge for higher altitude. The latter part 
of the year was supplied by Daniel Hayes. The year closes well. 

In conclusion, Bishop and Brethren, let me say, you have heard 
of what we now possess on the district. Will you please indulge a 
a proprecy? We are the nucleus of an annual conference. We 
hold more in prospective and in present opportunity than we now 
have in actuality. Thousands are coming to the south and many 
of them are Methodists and naturally will inquire for their church. 
We are here to receive them. 

Bishop, we are not discouraged. Hope rises, faith leaps and 
grasps the promises’. The church inspires and urges us onward. 
God calls. The need is great. It demands immediate action. We 
march to victory. 

With the clear vision of a yet brighter day and with glad anti- 
cipation of its dawn. With love and prayer for all the faithful 
co-laborers and with love and reverence to you, Bishop. I very 
respectfully submit this report. JAS. W. HERVEY, Superintendent.

We have to thank Dr. Clemens for his able presentation of the 
subject of Conference Claimants. He made us feel that we have not 
been as faithful to this worthy cause as we should have been, but 
we promised to do our best for the future. 

The work of Woman’s Home Mission was well presented by Mrs. 
E. L. Knotsman, we acknowledge our appreciation of her presence 
among us, and the address of Brother Zito in Italian translated by 
Sister Page convinced us that our work among the Italians was not 
in vain. 

Dr. Randall’s address on Epworth League work opened to us 
possibilities in this part of church work. Dr. Blake’s address 
on Sunday School work gave us a helpful outlook for Sunday 
Schools and we look forward to the promised institute with 
pleasure. After listening to Dr. Nicholson on education, we are 
sure that it will not be long until we have among us an institution 
of learning of which we will be proud. We express our- deep grati- 
tude to each of these brothers. To the people of Welsh we will say 
that we carry away only pleasant memories of the homes in which 
we have been entertained. To the Rev. John Angel Carruth we feel 
we owe a debt of gratitude for providing such delightful enter- 
tainment.

We recognize and appreciate the place and importance of the 
Board of Home Missions and Church Extension in our church. 

We believe the Methodist Episcopal Church to be the largest 
factor of any religious denomination in the evangulization of the 
world. The surest and quickest way to evangelize the world is to 
first save America for Christ. This is the slogan of the Board of 
Home Missions and Church Exttnsion — “America for Christ!” 

This board is reaching out its hand to the millions of foreignei’S 
who are coming to our shores, sending to them the gospel and 
churches in which they may be gathered for the worship of God. 
The battle cry of the Gulf Conference is this: Southland for 

Christ!” We have faith in the future of this conference and 
believe that with the continued sympathy and financial assistance 
of the Board of Home Missions and Church Extension * our faith 
shall become a reality. We greatly appreciate the visit of Dr.

Fourth — That in each Conference an Annual Board of Foreign 
Missions be organized. 

We recommend the above legislation and pledge our best en- 
deavor wherever practiceable, to bring our people up to the new 
standard of giving and a willing co-operation with our Conference 
Board and the Laymen’s Organization in any plan that they may 
have for our Conference.

EDUCATION. 

The increasing number of worthy young men assisted annually 
in obtaining an education makes us justly proud of the Board of 
Education of our church. In this day of vigor the Christian worker 
needs more than ever a mental depth and broader vision of things 
in their proper relationship. 

We urge upon our pastors a thorough knowledge of the work of 
this Board that they may be able to present intelligently and ef- 
fectively to our young membership the opportunity extended. 
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We are indeed glad to have Dr. Nicholson, the Corresponding 
Secretary of the Board of Education with us, and to note his mani- 
fest interest in our work. We feel that his advice has been whole- 
some. 

While the final adjustments are not yet at the stage where public 
announcement can be made, we are grateful to know that in all 
probability we shall see the Port Arthur Collegiate Institute opened 
during the coming year under the general direction of our Board 
of Education in New York. When it does begin its work, we as 
pastors pledge ourselves to use our utmost endeavor to sscure 
students and money for the institution and to aid it in every pos- 
sible way. In accordance with the plan of the Board of Education, 
we request the District Superintendents to apportion to our charges 
25c a member as the regular public educational collection in each 
charge; the amount to be divided between our own institution and 
the Board in New York in the proportion of 80 per cent to Port 
Arthur Collegiate Institute and 20 per cent to the New York 
office. In case the conference school does not open during the 
year the whole amount shall go to the Board of Education until 
such time as our own school opens. 

We nominate J. W. LaGrone, G. B. Hines and J. W. Hervey, a 
committee to co-operate with Secretary Nicholson and to represent 
the Conference during the current year in all educational matters. 

We urge our preachers to try to get the Christian Student pub- 
lished by the Board of Education into the hands of the leading 
laymen. 

The Children’s Day Fund has aided over 2000 young people to 
maks their way through school the past year. Several 
members of our Conference have been aided by it. We 
pledge ourselves to observe Children’s Day in June, to faithfully 
present this loan fund to our Sunday schools and to forward the 
Elections to New York. We congratulate Secretary Nicholson on 
the general excellence of the Children’s Day programs and urge all 
our pastors to use the program published by our own Board.

REPORT OF THE COMMISSION ON CONFERENCE SCHOOL. 

Your Commission consisting of J. R. Basket, G. B. Hines, W. C.

J. F. Cassells, have given assiduous attention to the work committed 
to their care during the year. On March 24th, 1910, Dr. Thomas 
Nicholson, Corresponding Secretary of the Board of Education 
spent the entire day at a meeting in Lake Charles, discussing every 
phase of the subject with the Commission. He then proceeded with 
J. W. LaGrone to Port Arthur, where he had an interview with Mr. 
J. W. Gates. Again, in May Dr. Nicholson spent most of two days at 
the Ministerial Institute at Lake Charles and went over the whole 
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subject with the Commishion. It was decided that J. W. LaGrone 
should be employed to give a part of his time to a canvass of the 
Conference territory in the interest of a school for the Con- 
ference; the Board of Education assuming the necessary expense. 
He faithfully performed his work. Much correspondence has been 
conducted and Secretary Nicholson and the Board in New York 
have given earnest attention to the matter for which we tender 
our sincere thanks. During the past thirty days negotiations of a 
highly satisfactory character have been in progress but we are not 
ready to make any further public announcement at this time. Our 
reccommendations for the coming year are embodied in the report 
of the committee on Education. JAMES R. BASKET, Chairman.

We heartily endorse and recommend the work of the Freedman’s 
Aid Society as a builder of institutions for the education of the 
colored race. We further advise that the preachers of the Gulf 
Conference thoroughly inform themselves as to the work of this 
society and then impart this knowledge to their several congrega- 
tions.

It seems to be going 
from bad to worse — noise and confusion of all sorts all the night 
preceeding, and more noise and confusion all through the day 
and evening. It may well be asked, “Are we, as a people, losing 
our heads? Is real, genuine patriotism a thing of the past? Have 
we no care that the young should be reminded of the great facts 
of our history, of the priceless cost of our institutions, of the 
peril involved in frivolity, of the duty of each to know the full sig- 
nificance of the times in which we live?” 

We need, we must have, a reform in the method of observing 
our nation’s birthday. Is it not poshible for Christian people, for 
all good people, to unite in consecrating this day to the promotion 
of the temperance reform? There never was a time when there 
was more need of reforming and encouraging a right moral senti- 
ment in regard to the sale and use of intoxicants than now. We 
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are coming to find that no law, however good and beneficial, can be 
enforced unless it is supported by the moral sentiment of a con- 
siderable majority of the people. How shall the moral sentiment 
be secured to that laws may be enacted and executed for the sup- 
pression of the saloon? Certainly by training our oung people 
to be total abstainers, and also to be the relentless enemies of 
the saloon. 

Why, then, should we not set apart the Fourth of July to instruct 
all our people, and especially our children and youth, in lessons 
of Christian patriotism? Why not show them that the most dread- 
ful enemy of our homes and our native land is the saloon? Why 
not use all suitable means to enlist them for life in the supreme 
effort to destroy the saloon? 

Resolved, That so far as practicable we will make a special 
effort to have our congregations and Sunday-Schools observe the 
Fourth of July each year as a day consecrated! to the promotion 
of the temperance reform and universal International Peace; that 
we will especially seek to interest our children and young people 
in this movement; that, with songs, music, speeches and various 
services in our churches, public halls, or groves, we will strive to 
promote the proper and Christian celebration of the Birthday of 
the Nation; and finally that we invite the co-operation of all 
religious bodies, temperance organizations, Young People’s Socie- 
ties of whatever name, and all churches, Sunday Schools, church 
Brotherhoods, pastors, patriots and philanthropists, in this EFFORT 
TO SAVE OUR NATION FROM THE CURSE OF DRINK, AND 
THE WORLD FROM THE CURSE OF WAR. 

The question may be asked: How shall the day be celebrated? 

We advise every preacher who reads this resolution to preach on 
the Sunday next preceding the Fourth of July the most masterly 
sermon possible on the importance of properly observing the day, 
and in showing that the present all important duty is to train our 
people so that ere many years they will sweep the saloon out of 
existence. Then on the Fourth, as the Resolution suggests, why 
not resort to our churches, or to pleasure groves, and with songs, 
and short speeches, with abundant refreshments and good music, 
have a grand temperance celebration of the day?
